(ii) Wherever necessary, the entry cut out for the 
selection would either on the basis of marks obtain¬ 
ed in the public examination of minimum prescrib¬ 
ed qualification or through the entry test specially 
designed. 

(iii) After the first cut out is over, then si^itably designed 
objective tests could be conducted to suit the parti¬ 
cular requirements. 


(iv) It is generally felt that on the basis of the above 
suggested test the selection could be made. Fur¬ 
ther if the local body feels a specific need to 
interview some specific aspects, only those aspects 
with lower weightage could be assessed in the inter¬ 
view, 

(v) The local body for conducting tests should be 
constituted with representatives of State Govts, 
and with the representatives from industries in the 
locality where the apprentices arc ultimately supp¬ 
osed to work. ' 

Technological Development Cells should be established 
at a few selected ITTs, 

Trades and curriculum should be reviewed at regular 
interval of 3 to 5 years at Stale and national levels. 


For quality improvement, the adoption of norms given 
as under should be followed, 

(a) the instructors foi' workshop science and calcula¬ 
tions should be diploma holders in Engineering 
from Pplytechnics, preferably with some practical 
experience. 

fb) the Instructors for Dravring should bo diploma 
holders in Mechanical Engineering who have 
preferably undergone training in reading of 
Drawing and Indian Standards under AVTS. 

(c) provision should be made for the appointment of 
a teacher for conducting language classes. 

Evaluation of training programmes in training institutes 
and industrial establishments must be by a Com¬ 
mittee of technically competent persons at proper 
level from the public and private sector. There should 
be adequate incentives for staff depending on the grad¬ 
ing given by the Committee, there being pre-detej'mined 
criteria for evaluation. 

State level and national level skill competitions should 
be introduced for Instructors and trainees in all trades. 
Awards should bo given for the first three posilions in 
each trade. 

There should be strict control for affiliation of private 
institutes. They should be subjected to periodical 
evaluation. Grant4n-aid formula should be made 
applicable to them by States. 

Inventory of training aids prepared by Instructors must 
bo reviewed each year. This may be reflected in the 
gnnual performance reports. 

The Committee recommends that the States should 
also establish institutes in close collaboration with the 
Central Institutes at Calcutta, Kanpur and Bangalore 
in order to deal with problems particularly applicable 
toruri^ and other special areas in the States. 


The Govt, accepted the recommendation with (he 

following modifications : 

(i) The Selection systems should be modified accord¬ 
ing to the local culture. 

(ii) Wherever necessary, the entry cut out for the 
selection would be either on the basis of marks 
obtained in the public examination of minimum 
prescribed qualification or through the entry test, 
specially designed. 

(iii) On the basis of the above test the selection could be 
made. Further if the local body feels a specific 
need to interview some specific aspects, only 
those aspects with lower weight age could bo 
assessed in the interview. 

(iv) The local body for conducting tests should be 
constituted with representatives of Slate Govts, 
and representatives from industries and labour 
unions in the locality where the trainees are ulti¬ 
mately supposed to work.

The Committee recommends that the Engineering 
Associations Industrial Houses and Trade Unions 
may establish Model Training Centres foi- spedlic needs 
and assist the industry in Lheir manpower development 
programmes. The Association of Indian Engineering 
Industry have kindly agreed to establish such units on 
a pilot basis in areas where there is high enough con¬ 
centration of industry. 

The prescribed ratio of ai>prentices to workers must Ic 
considered as ceiling but tho acutal intake of apprentices 
in each establishment should depend on the manpower 
requirements in the areas. 


At least 50% of the vacancies at the prescribed level 
must be filled by apprentices. 

Without basic institutional training either in recognised 
training centre or in a recognised establishmcnl, no 
shop-floor training should be implemented 

Programmes for apprenticeship in commercial trades 
must not be continued unless there is a specific demand 
in writing from the establishments concerned agreeing 
for post training employment of such apprentices for 
a reasonable period. 

Shop-floor staffing paltei n for the establishments should 
be introduced as lecommcndcd in Appendix-VIT of the 
report. 


The System of imparting related iiistiuciioiis needs 
updating as given in para 3 -9 -6 of the report and estab¬ 
lishment of hostels for the related instructions centres 
is recon-imcndcd. 

Assessment of manpower requirements is the responsi¬ 
bility of the Planning and Manpower departments. The 
Committee considers that the various training organi¬ 
sations docs not have the required expertise to assess 
manpower requirements. Its responsibility should be 
limited to organising training programmes according 
to need as determined by (he authorities dealing with 
manpower planning and to conducting surveys of train¬ 
ing facilities available in the industrial establishments 
with a view to organising and developing apprenticeship 
programmes. 

Vocational Training Institutes for Women should be 
established in rural/tribal and other areas where social 
conditions act as deterrent to co-education. 

Generally, programmes of training for girls must be 
organised along with those for boys but separate hostels 
should be provided for the girls. In areas where social 
conditions have deterred girls from undertaking co¬ 
education special centres must be established for 
girls. 

(i) Vocational Rehabilitation Centre should be estab¬ 
lished in at least two or lhi‘eo places in each Stale 
and provision should he made for mentally retarded 
in such centres. 

(ii) Training-cuni-production Units on a commercial 
basis should be set up at the Vocational Rehabili¬ 
tation Centres. 

(iii) 3% reservation may be provided I'or admission 
under the Craftsmen and ApprentLesliip Training 
Schemes, for those handicapi’^ed who have the 
aptitude and are otherwise fit \o undergo the 
required training.

The GovemiiiciJl while agreeing ibai prescribed ratio 
of apprentices to workers be consldereo a ceiling 
decided that a formula should be worked out for 
fixing the ratio on regiomd basis. It w'hs considered 
that a proper assessment of the requirement of man- 
l^ower for various trades was necessary to ensure 
optimum utilisation of training facilities as well as the 
trained manpower. As manpower planning was one 
of the functions of the Planning Commission. It was 
decided that organisation should be requested to 
make assessment and to apprise the Ministry of Labour 
periodically.
